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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-20 are allowed. These claims will be renumbered as 1-19. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 , 8, 9, 10, 1 1 , 18, 19 and 20 define a network printer comprising 
communication control means, language control means, print control means, execution 
means, alteration means, and monitoring means, wherein the communication control 
means extracts print job data on the basis of the received packet data. As noted by the 
applicant, see pages 10 and 1 1 , filed on 3/29/05, the prior art of record to Ueda (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,538,764) fails to disclose "...extracting print job data...," "...exclusively 
executing either said communication control means, said language control means, or 
said print control means according to priorities assigned to each of these means," 
"storing the received packet data in a first memory," and "storing the print job in a 
second memory." 

Regarding the independent claims 5 and 15, the prior art of record fails to 
disclose the network printer controller comprising the second monitoring means for 
determining the amount of print job data stored in said second memory and generating 
specific events on the basis of the results of the determination.
